THE PUBLIC DESERVE FACTS 
The increasingly bitter debate over the proper 
providing health services to the aged has led, inev 
fortunately, to some widely-held misconceptions 
Many believe, for instance, that most elderly peop 
lack any economic protection if Шпе 
that 53 percent of all persons over 65 have health insurance of 
some kind, that this age group is buying health insurance faster 
than any other group, and by 1965 more than 75 percent of the 
aged who want coverage will have it. 


Many also believe that most elderly people are sorely lack- 


ing in financial resources. But the truth is that the economic 
estatus of those past 65 is, in many respects, better than that of 
any other age group. For example, compared with any other age 
group more of the clderly own their own homes mortgage free, 


have lower tax liabilities, higher liquid assets and fewer famliy 


responsibilities, 


This is not an argument against providing aid to those who 


need it — and the Kerr-Mills law, passed by the last Congress, 
is designed to do that, under a sound federal-state cooperative 
system. But it is an argument against providing aid in a shotgun 
fashion to all the people of one age category whether or not they 
need it, and whether or not they want to pay for it in higher 
taxes. And this is precisely what the Social Security approach 
would do — at a potentially astronomical cost. 
Too many of the facts have been obscured thus far.

Social Security Pay 
Unclaimed by Many 


According to R. C. Gehrken, 
Jr, District Manager, West 
Palm Beach Social Security Of- 
fice, more than one million eli- 
gible people 65 years old and 
older have not yet applied for 
their social security payments. 
Many have not applied because 
they are still working, he said. 

However, since last year it 
has been possible for many old- 
er people to collect their full or 
partial retirement benefits even 
though they still work. 

Under the changed law, those 
eligible for social security re- 
tirement payments may earn up 
to $1200 a year and still re- 
ceive all benefit checks for the 
year. If earnings are over $1200, 
the new rules frequently per- 
mit the payment of some social 
security benefits. The amount 
payable depends on how much 
over $1200 a person earns and 
on the amount he would nor- 
mally receive from social se- 
curity each month. 

For each $2 of earnings be- 
tween $1200 and $1700 only $1 
of benefit payments is withheld. 
For earnings aboye the $1700 
bracket, $1 of benefits is with- 
held for each $1 of earnings. 
One example, Gehrken said, 
would be a married couple who 
are both 67 years old, fully re- 
tired, and eligible for $1800 a 
year in social security benefits. 
Even if the husband were work- 
ing and earned $2,000 a year, 
he and his wife would be en- 
titled to social security benefits 
of $1250 for that year under the 
new rule. 

Persons who want to figure 
out how much they may receive 
in social security benefits even

Fed. Gasoline Tax 
Refund Deadline 
Before September 30 


Farmers who are interested in 
filing for refund for the Feder- 
al Gasoaline Tax on gasoline 
used on the farm may obtain 
application forms and instruc- 
tions on how to fill them out 
from the County Agricultural 
Agent’s Office, Glades Office 
Building, Belle Glade, or from 
the County Agricultural Agfents 
Office, Mounts Building, West 
Palm Beach. 

These forms must be filed 
before September 30th for the 
gasoline used between July 1, 
1961 and June 30, 1962. Re- 
funds may be claimed by the 
farm owner, operator, or ten- 
ant depending on who actually 
bore the cost of the gasoline. 
Growers who hire custom work 
may claim a refund for gaso- 
line used on his farm by a cus- 
tom operator. 

This is not to be confused 
with the claim for the State 
Tax Refund on gasoline used on 
the farm, as Federal Tax Re- 
funds must be-filed annually 
before the 30th of September, 
whereas, the State Tax Refunds 
are filed at the end of each 
calendar “year. The amount of 
Federal Tax is $.04 for each

The Chairman of the House 
committee first demanded that 
the Senate agree to have half of 
the conferences on appropria- 
tions bills in the House wing of 
the Capitol.

from each House vote separate- 
ly.

Too" Say Old Men 


In the Senate, of 100. mem- 
bers, with added jurisdiction on 
treaties and confirmation of 
Presidential appointees, each of 
us has several committees. Roll 
call votes are more frequent in 
the Senate, take much less time, 
and cannot be foreseen, where- 
as the four times longer roll 
calls in the House are rarer and 
are generally fixed in advance 
by the rule under which a bill 
is considered. 

The position of the House has 
been to insist on retaining part 
of the tradition relating to the 
origin of all appropriations bills 
while insisting that the Senate 
give up the other part of the 
tradition relating to the place 
and chairmanship of the confer- 
ences. I, personally, think that 
appropriations matters could be 
handled more smoothly with 
half of the bills originating in 
each House, since the delay in 
clearing appropriations becomes! 
greater with every passing year. 
I hope for an‘ early solution of 
this controversy. 

Incidentially, it may be of 
interest to note, since some 
members of the House claim to 
have an exclusive Constitution- 
al right to originate appropria- 
tions bills ,that they referred 
this question to their own Jud- 
iciary Committee in 1881. They 
received a long and scholarly | 
report from such Committee, by | 
a two to one vote, that the 
Senate and House have equal 
right to orginiate appropria- 
tions bills. Again in 1884 the 
subject came up with the same 
result and the House has never 


repudiated the action of its Jud- | 


iciary committee.

Accidental Poisoning 
From Toxic Pesticides 
Danger To Children 


Measures to protect small 
children from accidental poison- 
ing by toxic pesticides were urg- 
ed upon parents by-Martin Isetts 
first aid Director of the Palm 
Beach County Red Cross Chap- 
ter, today. 

The American National Red 
Cross is one of the 21 organzia- 
tions that cooperate in National 
Poison Prevention Week, de- 
signated early in 1962 by an Act 
of Congress and proclaimed by 
President Kennedy. 

According to Mr. Isetts, of the 
more than 300,000 children five 
years old and under who swal- 
low poison accidently, nearly 


500 died. Many others were 
permanently affected. 
Recently the Florida State 


|Board of Public Health issued 
the following about toxic pest- 
icides: 

During the past year there 

[have been on several occasions 
news stories about people die- 
ing as a result of exposure to 
Parathion. The toxic pesticide 
is ured in man's constant bat- 
tle with insects fungi, and 
weeds around the home and 
farm, Ten individuals, most of 
them children, lost their lives 
from contact with Parathion in 
Florida in 1961. The amount of 
80 percent of Parathion solution 
necessary to kill a 150 pound 
man is about three drops, which 
can kill by being jbsorbed 
fhrough the unbroken skin. One 
drop of TEPP, Parathion or 
Phosdrin concentrate on the 
| skin of a small child will usual- 
[1у be fatal. 
It you elect to use a toxic 
| pesticide use maximum precau- 
tions. All highly toxic pesti- 
cides should be kept in a well- 
ventilated storage place, which 
should be secured at all times 
by a lock, Under no circum- 
stances should a high toxic pes- 
ticide ever be brought into the 
home. Only household insecti- 
cides, such as are sold in garden 
supply, hardware or food stores 
should be kept at home. These 
materials which are generally 
considered moderately-to-slight- 
ly toxic, should be secured in a 
locked cabinet or closet and by 
all means placed out of the 
reach of children. Even these 
household pesticides can kill 
small children. 

"In case of poisoning by a 
toxic pesticide, GET TO A DOC- 
TOR AS SOON AS POSSIBLE. 

“If the posion was spilled on 
the skin, wash it off immediate- 
ly and thoroughly with large 
amounts of soap and water. If 
the poison was ап organic 
phosphate, it is also desirable 
to wash in rubbing alcohol or a 
dilute solution of washing or 
baking soda to neutralize any 
remaining phosphate сот- 
pounds. 

"И the posion was inhaled, 
move the patient to open air. 
If breathing has stopped, give 
artificial respiration. 

*If droplets or particles of 
poison have entered the eyes, 
flush thoroughly with plain 
water. 

“Keep the patient warm and 
as comfortable as possible.

Improved National Economy Needed 


Despite Increased Sales Ta 


State Comptroller Ray E| 
Green reported today sales tax | 
collections produced $181,706,-| 
975 for the fiscal year 1961-62, 
exceeding the previous year by 
$11,513,973 or 6.76 per cent. 

"Green said collections for 
June, based on May's business, 
totaled $14,979,999 or 10 and 
one-half percent over the same | 
month in 1961. The revenue al- 
so exceeded the estimate for the 
month by $362,570. 

“The fine tourist season made 
the difference," the Comptroller 
said. "Collections during the 
first six months of the 1961-62 
fiscal period were up only 3.35 
percent over the same period of 
the previous vear. The change 
became evident with the Jan- 
wary collections, which reflect- 
ed a good holiday: season, and 
continued to improve as the 
tourist season progressed.” 

Green said the estimated re- 
venue needed from sales tax 


collections during fiscal 1962-| 


63 is $194,000,000, or 8 per cent 
more than reccived last year. 
* "We are going to need an im- 
provement in the national ec- 
onomy, which subsequently will 
stimulate Florida business, to 
help us make the estimate,"

[Successful Slogan 


Did you know that the U. S. 
consumer (you, me and every- 
one else) spends about one 
fourth of his food money for 
meat? . 

According to the Economic 
Research Service of the U. S. 
Department of Agriculture, 


Americans spent 16 billion dol- |. 


lars on red meats — beef, pork. 
veal and lamb — in 1961, or 
about $277 per family. The total 
amount spent for meat was 
more than tne combined total 
of spending on household utili- 
ties, radios and television sets. 

Forty years ago the annual 


| per capita amount spent on meat 
| was $34. It bought 134 pounds. 
|Last year the meat bill 


was 

early three times higher at $90 
and bought 161 pounds, but we 
spent only 4.5 per cent of take- 
home pay for meat in 1961, 
where as 40 years ago the per- 
centage was 8.7. 

Nearly half the meat dollar 
—depending on the kind we buy 
— goes for processing and mar- 
keting. What the livestock rais- 
er gets varies from 56 cents for 
choice beef cuts to 48 cents for 
choice lamb chops. The hog rais- 
er gets about 53 cents of the re- 
tail dollar spent for pork. 

The weighted retail price of 
meat averaged 30 cents a pound 
in 1921. In 1961 it was 65 cents, 
but in the 40-year period per 
capita income rose from $508 a 
year after taxes to nearly $2,- 
000. In other words, the cost of 
meat rose only a little more 
than half as fast as the amount 
of money consumers had to 
spend.
